v  Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
by  section  2  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  2,  1903  (32 
Stat.  791),  the  regulations  governing  the  interstate  movement  of 
livestock  (B.  A.  I.  Order  292),  issued  under  date  of  February  25, 
1925,  and  effective  May  1,  1925,  as  amended,  are  hereby  further 
/     amended  in  the  following  particular : 

Section  6  of  Regulation  2  is  revoked  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section,  to  be  designated  as  section  6,  is  substituted : 

Section  6.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  deliver  for  transportation, 

r  transport,  drive  on  foot,  or  otherwise  move  interstate  from  the  free  area  of 

i  any   State,  Territory,   or  the  District  of  Columbia  any  cattle   which,   within 

/  a  period  of  six  months  prior  to  such  interstate  movement,  have  been  moved 

/from  the  quarantined  area  of  the  same  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  into  such  free  area:  Provided,  however,  That  such  cattle  may  be 
delivered  for  transportation,  transported,  driven  on  foot,  or  otherwise  moved 
interstate  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  shipment,  transportation,  or  other 
movement  interstate  of  cattle  of  the  quarantined  area  and  other  southern 
cattle  is  permitted  by  these  regulations,  provided  that  in  such  shipment  and 
transportation  or  other  movement  the  requirements  of  these  regulations  gov- 
erning the  shipment  and  transportation  or  other  movement  of  cattle  of  the 
quarantined  area  and  other  southern  cattle  are  strictly  complied  with:  And 
provided  further,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  cattle  of  the  quaran- 
tined area  which,  before  being  moved  into  the  free  area,  are  certified  by  a 
bureau  inspector  as  free  of  ticks  and  are  accompanied  by  such  certificate  in 
their  shipment  and  transportation  or  other  movement  interstate. 

This  amendment,  which  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  desig- 
nated as  Amendment  2  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  292,  shall  be  effective 
on  and  after  April  1,  1926.
